T H E (JALISE OF AGRICULTURAL 
DEPRESSION. 
The senseless proposition of Mr. Stan­ 
ford to tarn the government into a sort 
of a farm mortgage agency, has led to 
cart f a1 inquiry concerning bard times on 
the farm ny the agricultural department 
at Washington. Those of oar readers 
who have paid attention to the editorial 
discussion of the question in the (Wa­ 
nette, will remember that cause of agri­ 
cultural depression was attnbated to 
overproduction. There are some who do 
not agree wi*b the Gazette on this point, 
bat 
each 
a 
disagreement 
comes 
abont 
from 
an intelligent compre­ 
hension 
of 
the 
laws 
of 
supply 
and demand. When the department o* 
agriculture was a-ked for its opinion on 
the question of hard times on the farm 
and their cute, it isaaed a circular in 
response to that inquiry. 
Some may 
hold that the department of agriculture 
may know no more abont depression on 
the farm than any one else, but the aug 
gestious cf the depaitment are so full of 
oommon sense that they will be read 
with interest. 
What are the causes of low prices? 
The answer to this is that they may be 
various, bat the prime oaase is the oper­ 
ation of the inexorable law of supply a 
demand. Abundance leada inevitably to 
low price. When an article lspuper-abond 
ant, it is low in price; when it is sosro 
the price is high. 
.When there is 
a medium condition cf things so far as 
supply demand, and prices are concern­ 
ed, then it is best for the farmer* There 
has been a more rapid Increase in agri­ 
cultural products than in the population 
of the country during the aet five years. 
Tuere is a large orop of everything, more 
than the people can consume, and when 
the people do not want the Article, and 
other countries ere 6up{ Led from else­ 
where, it is difficult to force a market, 
and i rices go down just as naturally as 
w tLr flows down hill.

that 
the 
wheat 
orop 
of 
1889 
foots up 500 million bushels; the corn 
orop 2 billion bushels; oats 700 million 
bushels. Last year the cotton prcduot 
was 7 million bales—that is what makes 


ooU od so cheap. There are 16 million 
cows in the United States, and over 20 
million bead of other cattle. It is no 
wonder that beef 
is low and that 
pork does not pay much. When tbere 
Is too much meat, cattle sill be low in 
price, just as the price will be low when 
there is an over-prodnction of barley, 
wheat or corn. 
The low price of meat 
app its to the growers of stock—not to 
the consumers, for the retail buyers have 
to pay about as much now for beef ae 
ever. Here is a few remarks from the 
agricultural department: 
There is a farther cause of low prices, 
which farmers should understand, very 
difficult to remedy, demanding serious 
consideration and wise action. 
It is 
found in toe ormbinatiop of carriers and 
middlemen to absorb a large share of 
the proceed** of the sale of farm pro­ 
duct*. Reeves are sold by growers for 
Beven-tenths to three-fourths of 
the 
prices of a few years ago, aud the 
meat is auld to consumers in the retail 
markets at little, it auy, redaction from 
the highest pi ieee of the laet twenty 
years. For instance, prime rib roasts 
have been sci I in Washington daring 
that period for 20 cents per pound, SLd 
sirloin steaks for the same 
There 
has 
been 
little 
variation, 
as a 
genetal 
rule, 
in 
tbs 
prices 
of 
the leas valuable cuts. The same com­ 
plaint com s from oonsnmers in other 
oities. Another aspect of the case bears 
upon the unexperienced buyer. 
The 
meat that is bought at S3.50 to (4 per 
IOO ive weight, is sold to the consumer 
st practically the same prices as that 
wb oh cost £4 50 to £5. Rarely ia there 
s d florence made in the selling pnees of 
outs from beeves of different quality. 
When the question cf a care came up 
before the department of agriculture, the 
answer was that there should be more of 
a diversified agriculture, for so long ae 
the farmers insist on growing only the 
bread, grains, cotton, tobacco, and cat­ 
tle, and neglect other products wbiob 
are nee led, and which we import at a 
coat of 200 mill.on dollars annually, just 
so long will the lamentation over low 
prices continue.

L ouis, Mo., April 2.—The “ La­ 
conia circle,” comprising the territory 
between Helena and 
Arkansas City, 
wtiich is practically surrounded by the 
White and Mississippi rivers, is entirely 
flooded. 
Tho acater averages eight feet 
deep over the whole section and the in­ 
habitants are in a deplorable condition. 
The relief 
boat Houston Coombs, 
which was sent down there last Thurs­ 
day, reports that she found a number of 
houses blown off their blocks or stilts, 
while others wore badly careened over 
Albert of into the water. 
People had boon living 
in tho lofts and when these careened 
they could only escape by knocking 
holes in the roofs. 
Several people were blown into the 
water and swam to trees, where they 
remained all of last Thursday night. 
A 
number of eattlo were blown from the 
leeves and drowned. 
On Friday men 
went over the whole circle In skiffs and 
transferred people from their roofs to 
the gin houses, which aro generally 
large and substantial buildings. 
Ail 
theso houses are now packed with peo­ 
ple, 200 persons being in sonic of them. 
The Coombs brought out 130 people 
and

L ouisville R apidly R ecovering from 


Effects o f th e Cyclone. 
L o u is v il l e , Ky., April 2.—The work 
of relieving tho needs of the tornado 
S a f f o r d s in this city progresses very 
satisfactorily. 
The contributions con­ 
tinue lo come in with gratifying liber­ 
ality. 
Notwithstanding tho unfavorable 
weather considerable is being 
done 
toward restoring order In the devas­ 
tated district and on Main strcot a few 
of the firms are about ready to resume 
business. 
Tho work of removing the debris, from 
Falls City hall has been abandoned. 
There aro probably no more bodies in 
tho ruins. 
First reports did not exag­ 
gerate the number of people who were 
in the hall when it fell, but no correct 
estimates could bo given of the number 
killed, because a great many escaped 
who wore generally supposed to have 
mot death beneath the ruins. 
Tho warehousemen have done all they 
could to protect their tobacco from a 
possible spell of wet weather. 
But in 
the event of a hard or steady rain a 
great deal of tobacco will be damaged. 
The latest figures make the total death- 
roll seventy-six. 
Sixty-six names have 
been reported to the coroner and there 
Is no doubt of tho deaths of ten others.

One Killed 
and 
A nother B adly Injured 
by an Explosion in a Cap For tory. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , Pa., April 2.—Stephen 
Burroughs was instantlv 
killed and 
Poler Riley severely injured by an ex­ 
plosion at the works of the Metallic Cap 
company at Bethayres, Pa., yesterday. 
Tho cap works comprised four or five 
frame buildings in which the different 
branches of the manufacture of fulmi­ 
nating caps for blasting purposes was 
carried on. 
They aro operated by Brewster & 
Chapman of New York. 
There were 
seventeen men employed at tho works, 
but only one was in the building when 
the explosion took place, and he never 
lived to tell what occurred. 
There is 
not a trace of the building beyond a few 
scattered rafters. 
The mixiug process, which the men 
said Burroughs was engaged in, is the 
preparation of the fulminate of mercury 
in the form in which it is placed in the 
metallic snclls. 
It is highly explosive 
and requires the utmost delicacy In 
handling it. The other buildings were 
badly damaged. 
No estimate of the loss 
could be furnished.

Measures Passed by the H ouse—Tile For­ 
tification Appropriation Bill. 
W ashington, April 2.—In the House, 
on motion of Mr. Payson of Illinois, the 
Senate bill wa* passed creating the office 
of surveyor-general in North and South 
Dakota. 
On motion of Mr. F rank of Missouri 
a bill was passed to admit free of duty 
articles intended for the St. Louis ex­ 
position in ISHO which may bo imported 
from the repulic of Mexico. 
A bill was [Hissed exempting from the 
provisions of the law requiring steamers 
to carry life-lines steamers plying in the 
Inland waters of the United States. 
A bill was parsed authorizing the con­ 
struction of a bridge across the Iowa 
river at. or near Wapello, Iowa. 
The House then went into committee 
of the whole (Mr. Payson of Illinois in 
Hie chair) on the fortifications appropri­ 
ation hill.

The amount appropriated is $4,521,678. 
The national zoological park hill, pro­ 
viding for a park in tho District of Col­ 
umbia, was passed—yeas, 117; nays, 66.

Arch bishop HcUi. 
M ilw aukee. WI*. April 2.—The fu­ 
neral services over tho remains of A rch­ 
bishop Heiss were held at St. John s 
Cathedral. 
Folly 15o priests formed a 
part of the immense multitude th at 
lilied the capacious temple. 
Punctually 
at 9 o'clock the clergy filed in to chant 
tho solemn office of the dead. 
The long 
line moved slowly up the center aisle, 
past the body of the dead prelate to the 
chancel, within which the priests were 
seated on bot ii sides of the altar. 
Then 
began the solemn chant. 
T he service 
occupied about three-quarters of an hour 
and at its close the priests again funned 
in line and flied oui through the sacristy 
to the clergy residence. 
At the clergy house, while the priests 
were forming to re-enter the cathedral 
in company with the Bishops, A rch­ 
bishop, and Cardinal Gibbons, the Car­ 
dinal stood in one of the parlors con­ 
versing with the Bishop. 
He was clad 
in his vestments and was distinguished 
among tile throng of prelates by the red 
I beretta lie wore uDon his head. 
When 
the Cardinal stepped out into the hail 
the pri st*. who were passing, knelt 
arid kissed his hand. 
Archbishop Ire­ 
land was similarly saluted. 
While they 
wero waiting to take places iii the pro­ 
cession Bishop Dwciiger of Fort Wayne 
came in, when Cardinal Gibbons, u tter­ 
ing an exclamation of pleasure, embraced 
him. 
Throughout the entire celebration the 
most perfect quiet was maintained and 
hardly a rustic was to he heard until 
Cardinal Gibbons passed into the sacristy 
at tile close. 
At tile close of the mass, 
Bishop Hcnncssy, of Dubuque, mounted 
the pulpit and delivered the sermon in 
English on the life of the deceased. 
He 
was followed by Bishop Katzer, of Green 
Bay, who spoke in German. 
T he ceremonies of absolution followed 
and the great audience dispersed. 
At 3 o’clock the priests and dignitaries 
assembled again and took part in the 
funeral pageant which was participated 
in by all tile Catholic societies in the 
city. 
Tile parade disbanded at Mitchell 
street, on the South side, the remains 
with the clergy continuing on to St. 
Francis.

Prof. Henry then gave an interesting 
and instructive talk on feeding livestock. 
He remarked that the old way was smply 
experience feeding; now science assisted. 
Tbe chemist in the labratory loyaly aid­ 
ed ii) determining food values and in 
fixing tbe quantity and quality of th 
ration. 
Milwaukee bad a labratory and em­ 
ployed a German ebemist at a large

Hkim-milk wieely used,is very valuable 
One hundred pounds will make four t« 
live pounds of pork; don’t mix bran o> 
shots with tkim-milk, but ase in con­ 
nection with the milk—barley meal oi 
oorn meal. Three (3) pounds of skim 
milk to one pound of oorn meat is about 
tbe light proportion for a one hundred 
pound pig; smaller pigs need more milk 
and Usa oorn meal. 
For young calve’s feed, oil-meal witb 
the sweet skim-milk; when older, oats 
oan be substituted.
